The surrounding earth ¥ in tremulous motion
for # covslderahle distance; the lava is pouring
forth and running down the #ldes of the moun-
tain in volome aond with rapid flow, aud the
general uphesving from the voleano glves warn-
g of o grand, unusoalty graod eraption, from
which we muy look for very sérions conse-
quences, a8 in former years of the more re-
markable phepomena from Vesuvius,

The first eroption of the more serions kind
from Mount Vesuvius oceorred in the year 79,
when the elder Pliny perished, and the then
vast cities of Hercnlaneum, Pompeii, and Sta-
Mg were overwhelmed by the burning torrent,
and buried in lave and ashes thiown from the
crater. Forty-nine eruptions of Vesuvius oce
evrred from that disastrous peried to the vear
1850, of which the most celebrated n history
tuok place in the years 472, 1770, 1704, 1810,
1680, snd 1859,

The Largest Grapevines In the Weorld,

The third, if not the secoad, largest and most
productive grape vine in the world is ou the
premisea of Mr. Joseph Buookel, who resides in
this city. Having hesrd of thie remarkable
vine we ealled ln yesterday ro see it, und 1o test
the qoality of be frult, The vine 18 over foriy

feet long, and the grapes of a dellelons flavor, |

ratlier more pungent than that of the Catawba,
The vine was planted m 1862, and I8 con-
requently only fifteen years old, yet in 1865 1t
produced nine hundred bonches ol grapes; in
18680 11 produced one thousand thres hun lred
bunches, and this year it has produced one
tuoussnd eight hundred wnd thirty-tive.

Mr, Bueckel received the origingl cutting ns 8
present lrom Profeesor Hast, who reccived it
from purtice just arrived rom Italy. Toe grupes
ont 1his vine this year are larger and beteer than
they hiuve ever been belore, This vine matures
aud ripens its froit trom year to {loar, ond some-
how bas the Jusk o escupe the mildew and
blight which affects so many viues in this
couniry,

We eaid thal Mre, DBuockel's grape vine is the
sccond or third in size, and luoxuriance in the
world, 80 far as 1s on record, The Arst is the
celebrated one in London, which has produced
in oue seadon 2600 bunches of grapes. But this
vite is one hundred years old, is under a roof,
nud Las had the nurtunng attention of the best
gardeners aund men of sclence that gould be pro-
oured, The one cluiming to be the second in
rauk 1« in Obto, and Il fifty years old, Up to
lust geason it hns never produced over 1400
bupches. If it hus done no better this year it
must yield the palm to the Louisville vice,—

The New Fronch Mioisters,

The cable informs us that the Emperor Napo-
leon hes  sppointed M. Magne Minister of
Fivance, snd that M, Piuard has been appointed
Mivister of the Toterfor, M, Mogne was born at
Perigueux, December 8 1806, He was first a
clerk to the Prefect of that eity, then studied
Inw at Tonlouse, und relurned, [n 1831, to be-
come an advooste at Perigueux.

He beld a number of miinor positions, bul was
introduced Into public life i Paris by Marshal
Bugeaud, sod from a clerk in the Treasury, rose
fo be an under-Becretary of Finance in 1849,
and” Minister of Pobliec Works in 1851 Ths
office be resigned on Uet, 26, 1851, but on the 1st
of Derember of the same year, on the yery eve
of the coup d'stal, he was reappointed to this
position, He aseain resigned Apnl 10, 1852, on
peconut of some difficaities relating to the pro-
perty of the family of Orleans. He, however,
resomed his place five months afterward. in
1854 hie again beesme Minister of Finance, whiol
hedid pot leave uniil the end of Noveigber, 1860,

He then became, with M, B lot, ene ol the
first two Ministers without s poruolio. In
Mareh, 1863, he re:signed, and was appolnted
by the Emperor & member of the Privy Counell,
M. Magne bad been sppoloted a Oounclllor of
Stale, with the title ot Pregident of the Sectlon
of Pablic Werks, In Jaunary, 1852, and Senator
in December of the same year. After beloe o
Communder of the Legion of Honor from Oclo-
ber 29, 1867, he was made Grand Oficer Aigust
4, 18¢4, and finally Grand Cross,

M, Finurd. u magistrate of France, was birn
Al Auxerre in 1801, and studied Iaw st Pails,
being admitied to praciise 1o the Royal Courls,
in which be soon distineuished himself and be-
come & member of the Councll, He was made,
in 1848, aumesstvelg, Advoonte-Generanl and At-
torney of the Repablic in Parls, and wext year a
(Convselor m the Coorta of Appeal. He was
decoruted with the Leglon of Houor in 1858,

TTHE METEORS.

| Inieresting  Sclontific Bpeculations Concorning
Them—Observations Made at Haverfurd
Uollege Yesterday Mornimg,

Now that the time appointed for the grand
meteorio shower hng fully passed, from Lhe re-
stlis, lmporfect and unsatiafactory ns (they
were, we nre justified o conceding o great tri-
viph to the sclence of Astronomy. The fall
| light of the moon was undoubtedly the causy
ol our witnessing only the more brilliant
meteors, and he magultude of thess was
greatiy redoeed by i, 1t the early morning of
yeserday hnd been clear and durk, we are war-
ronled In belleving thut the display would nave
been equal o those of 1833 and 1299, It 18 o
Loleworthy faect that the sbhower of stars
renched 118 maxlmom at aboot balf-pase 4
o'clock yestecdny morning, whioh was Lwo
bours only after Lhe Lime foretold by the astro-
nomers, Whatever may be the Lruetheary of
these Interesuing rlwmmmna. It 15 certulnly a
grand triumpy for sclence that s devolees
sbonld be able lo prediet with slmost nbsoiate
certainly the recurrence of en astronomioal
phenocmenon whose period or cycle Is thirty-
four yemrs, especially when the dals on which
Leelr culenlstions were based weresolmperieot,
nod the luwe governlng these wandering bodles
so difficult of interpretution.

The theories which bave been advanced to
solve the Interestivg problem ot meleorio
showers are various and conflioting. By the
aunclent Greeks, Itwas boelleved Lhat the mes
teors were gonerated by vapors ascendlog from
{1 ¢ earth an bypothesis which has fonnd many
advoceates uniil within & recent perlod, By
other wise men of the olden time, It was
clalmed thut they were projected to Lne oarih
fiom the sun, Kepler, who did much towards
Isylpg the fonndations of modern astronomy,
nohered to tbe belief adopted In the Middie
Apes, that bbhey were In no definile way cuns
necled with our planetary sysleu,

Careful observations prove conclusively, how-
ever, thal they are not of atmospberlo origin,
It has been established by Brandes, Hels,
sahmidt, Olbers, Hergouel, and Professor New-
ton, that the average helght of shootlng stars
on thelr first appearance 1s 72 mlles, winlle they
dissppear usaally at an elevation of 52 miles
from the surfuce of the earth. The aro described
by ordinary shooting stars, of which abous fuf
leén per nour can be seoan L_\' a caraful observer
Al almost uny time, Is generally many miles in
Iength, the stars moving over It al an aversgs
veloclty of about 54 miles per scoond, Tue
periodie meteors approach the earth much
nearer than ordlnary shootlng wtars, are of

paeons moterinl, and range belween 100 and
?:t,ul)ﬂ feet In diametor. Bat at the altlitude at
which shooting stars usually appoear, the al-
mosphere 18 oo attenusted to support the
vapors of which they are composed, if those
vapora arise from the earibh, Another theory,
which has found much favor ln tlmes past—to
the effect that these curlons bodles have been
projected from voleanoegs on the earth and
moon—has likewise been demolished by recent
ohservations.

The most sensible and satlsfactory theory
‘ which has been advanced, I8 that Lhe solar sys-

tem contalns numerons xones or clusters of
matter which revolve aroand the ceulral sun
of the system in regular orbits, the same as the
enrth and other planets, AL cerlaln perlods,
the earth, In the course of her path, enceunters
these zones, somelimes barely grazsing Laelr
edges, and at other times passing fairly throaugh
them. When the earth cbances to be In that

| portion of her orbit which intersecta these
| meteorlo zones, the masses of matter are lgnited
| by the friction of the atmosphere, and thas be-
| come vidlble, the smaller and more Irregulnr
ones belpg termed unmulnq nlars, wolla those
of Iarger dimenstons, and those which appear
in Immense numbers at gtated Intervals, are
denominated meteors, At times, these wander-
| Ing mosges are so large that the heat ganerated
by their passage throngh the alr is insufMelant
| 1O vaporize the whole of thelr substance, and
they fall to the earith as nerolites, their compo-

tron, the oxides of tin,8llicates of varlous metals,

There are five different orbits which Lthey eonuld
jursue, and appear at regular fotervals of 35 or
4 sears,  The observavlons of the meéteors
which sppeared 1o Earope and Asln last year,
huve estnblished the fact toat the orbit of ths
November stream is vary elliptical, ind that in
the interval between ong display nod the nexy
they travel out tolbhe remceter portions of the
polar system, past Mars, Juplter, and Satarn, Lo
the mnelghborhood of Uranug, 1 800,000,000 of
miles from the earth. In Janoary, 866, it ls
supposed that the comel whioh travels in thelr
vanguard crosred that point in the earth’s orbit
which the intter reached on the lith of Novem-
ber, and Lbhat the host of diminuallve comests, or
meteors, followed cipsely after It. Heoce the
earth on that dny IT“ year plunged into the
meleoric sirenm, whioh 1s 40,000 miles 1o thiok=
ness, and swept along It at Lhe rate of 1600 miles
r minute, It is probable that, in November,
m;u. the rarth Intersected the traln of meteors
following 1o the wake of the comel, at'a point
very near that body, thus accounting for the
maognitude and briliiancy of the display of that

y some lnteresting and valoable obsarvations
of the msteorie lsrl:go[ ealerday morning
were made at Haverford College, near this oity,
hy Prefessor 8, J, Gummere and Mr. Benjamin
Y. Marsh, with & pumber of Assistants, The
Iatter observed and mapped the path of the
first meteor at 290 minutes 7 seconds past 11
o'clock, menn time, Philadelphia, on the evens
ing of the 13th, Hy 20 minutes pasti2oo the
morning of the lith, be had timed 64, and
mapped tho exact path of 86 of them, His obe
servallon showed the polint of radlation to be
the centre of Lthe space onclogad bze the
vRiokle” In the constellation of 0, 0
clrenmetance agreelng precisely wilth the
observations of ihe showers of previous
years, The <exact polnt of radiation was
in 148 degrees of right nscension, and 24 degroes
of north declination, near the star v. This polut

whioh the earth was moving at the time, Afier
240 o’cloek Lhe meleors noreased In numbers
so greatly that, by 4 o'clock, it was found im-
poksible to tracé thelr paths, and nothiog
conld be done exoepl o count Lthem,
About 430 ene of Mr. Marsh’'s assisianls
counted as many as 30 within a minats,
and, as he could see but one-fifth of the
hamisphere, this wonld render the whole
pumber whieh appeared during thattime about
200. Professor Gummere oounted aboup 1000
previous to 4 o'clock, and mapped odl the
couree of a large nomber; but Lthey wers then
making (helr appearance at the rato of from
180 to 300 per minute, and i was Impossible to
count lhem any Ionan.

FROM WASHINGTON TO-DAY.

Internal Revenue Matters—Report
Commissioner Wells.

[SPROIAL DREPATOH TO RVENING TELEGRAPH |
Wasamaron, Nov. 16.
The [report from the Hon, David A. Wells,
United States Revenue Commigsioner, on Taxa-
tion, Revenue, ete., will be completed and laid
before Congress before the middie or close of
December, 1t 1s nnderstood be will recommend
thefrepeal of the tax on cotton, and & reduction
of the tarill duties on imported cotton and wool-
lén goods,
His report will alsd suggest some changes in
the present system of collecting the revenne,
which will secure greater ncoountabllity on the
part of revenue oflicers, diminish the expense of
collection and the temptation to fraud and cor-
roption; but how this is to be brought about
has not yet been disclosed. The present lnwa
governing revenne olficers are siringent enough
and abundantly sufficlent to prevent corruption
where they are really enforced; but it is
all nongense lo expect any improvement while
the power of controlling such officers I8 noml-
nally placed in the bhands of the Secretary of
the Treasury, while in faet the President can
sppoint and remove them over his head,
which eifectuslly nullies the powers which
should be exerolsed exclusively by the Secretary.
There are plenty of men in office to-day iu
whom the heads of departments have no confi-
dence, but as they are friends and parasites of
the Presiden!, suy attempt to bring them under
discipline would be visited with their hostility
upon the Secretary who would dare to interfere
with them,
